Dr. Turner Anticipate* Spread 
of the Disease. 
The thirty-first annual meeting of 
the South Texas District Medical a s ­ 
sociation. held at Beaumont, was the 
largest attended in the history of the 
organization.

A City Without Taxes 


Is there such a city? Yes: and De­ 
catur may easily become such a city. 
In Sweden there is a city named Or­ 
son, and its citizens all ride free. 
They pay neither fares nor taxes. 
They also have free water, free lights, 
free libraries and free schools 
It is 
said that the people of Orson are a 
very happy and contented people. 
And all because a generation or two 
ago the city authorities issued bonds 
and planted a forest for the benefit of 
the town. 
The forest has been intel­ 
ligently cared for and conserved, and 
its income has paid off both principal 
and interest of the bond issue, and 
now it yields sufficient annual reve­ 
nue to keep up all municipal ex­ 
penses, including every modern con­ 
venience, such as 
paving, 
water, 
lights, sewerage, sweeping and flush- 
the streets daily. And this forest will 
be taking care of these things when 
the present generation are all dead 
and gone and their grandchildren are 
enjoying its benefits. 
Now the mulberry and black locust 
thrive amazingly on even the pooreet 
of our Wise county farming lands 
and when planted 4x4 feet they grow 
tall, straight and limbless and would 
make ideal telegraph poles and ra il­ 
road ties, as no wood is more d u r a ­ 
ble. At the end of *ix or eight years 
half of them could be cut out to give 
the others required room, and this 
tir.st cutting made into fence posts 
would yield a revenue of more than a 
thousand dollars an acre. In another 
five years the largest trees 
would 
yield ties worth a dollar each and lei - 
ephone poles worth $5 each, and the 
top cuts would make good fence posts. 
The new growth from the old stumps, 
having a large root system already 
established, would be much more ra ­ 
pid than the first, and thus 
there 
could be reaped an anual harvest of 
the choicest poles and 
posts every 
year after the tenth year. 
Statistics show that our hardwood 
timber supply is becoming exhausted 
at such an alarming rate that it will 
be practically wiped out in twenty 
years. 
The best railroad ties, which 


sold for 40 cents ten years ago now 
sell for a dollar,* and the largest tele­ 
graph poles and bridge piling cost 
$25 each, and prices are still advanc­ 
ing steadily. 
Both 
black locust and 
mulberry 
scions are easily, propagated, 
and 
when set 4x4 feet there are 2,700 to the 
acre, aud if cut for fence posts alone 
at seven to ten years they would yield 
three good posts each, which 25 cents 
each would bring more than $2,000 an 
acre. 
To what greater profit can twenty 
acres of W ise county land be devoted? 
The tops and limbs will yield fuel suf­ 
ficient to pay the expenses. 
Of course there would have to be 
intelligent care of the groves. 
After 
the first c r o p . of posts is cat all 
sprouts chining from each stump must 
be cut away except the strongest in 
order to throw all the growth into 
that one and push it to early attain­ 
ment of sufficient size and height to 
bring a good price in the market. 
Fire and insect depredations must be 
guarded against at all times. 
Conservation is not a new doctrine, 
save in our own heretofore wasteful 
country. But the time is here when we 
should take account of the rapid dis­ 
appearance of our hardwood forests. 
The forest bureau of the federal gov­ 
ernment has been issuing bulletin aft­ 
er bulletin for several yeBrs quoting 
the statistics that should alarm us. 
Some people oppose bond issues on 
the high moral ground that it is h a rd ­ 
ly the square thing to do for one gen 
eration to saddle on the next one. 
either wholly or partly, the burden of 
a debt created for the benefit of our­ 
selves. 
But no such objection would 
lie against the creation of a bonded 
debt for the common good of both, 
much more largely for the next gener­ 
ation than this one.

ANTS AID C0RN-R00T LOUSE 


Little 
Brown 
Insects Care for In­ 
jurious Aphis Because of Liking 
for “Honey Dew.” 


(By R. L. WEBSTER.) 
If you 
notice 
your 
corn 
plants 
dwarfing in patches over the field and 
the leaves of such plants turning yel­ 
low or a reddish color, look carefully 
around the base of the stalks for ant 
hills. If numerous ant hills are found, 
you may conclude that the corn-root 
louse is sucking the juice from the 
corn roots, weakening the stalks And 
consequently reducing the yield. 
It is the presence of the ants that 
is the interesting part of the story. 
The root aphis secretes a sweet sub- 


C0-0PERATE FOR GOOD SEEDS 


Necessary Special Cultivation to Se­ 
cure 
Best 
Results Obtained 
by 
Farmers W orking Together. 


(B y C. R. B A R N S , M innesota E x p erim en t 
S ta tio n .) 
Another form of co-operation among 
farmers, through which large benefits 
may often be secured by the use of a 
limited amount of capital, is in the 
raising, selection, purchase and dis 
tri’uution of good seed 
for 
staple 
crops, such as corn, wheat, oats and 
potatoes. 
Such co-operation does not 
contemplate the doing of a general 
business in seeds. 
That is the prov­ 
ince of the seedsman, and he is too 
valuable a factor in the development 
cf a progressive agriculture for any 
one to dream of superseding him. But 
the farm itself is the natural source 
of a seed supply for the main crops 
w hich are to be planted on the I arm, 
and co-operation looks simply to the 
best utilization in the cost of procur­ 
ing, selecting and distributing seeds. 
The planting of seed plots with spe­ 
cial varieties of corn and other crops, 
and the special cultivation necessary 
to secure the best results, may often 
be best carried on by a number ct 
farmers working cooperatively; and 
their association, acting as a distribut­ 
ing agency, will both facilitate sales 
and Ii seen 
the cost of seeds to its 
members. 
Then, 
too, 
co-operation 
does away with the absurdity ol keep­ 
ing a eorn-sheller and a fanning mill 
or grain-separator 
on 
every 
farm, 
when a single first-class machine ol 
each kind, operated by a man who 
makes such w-ork a specialty, will do 
the work quicker, better and more 
economically. 
An example or this kind or co-oper­ 
ative effort is afforded by the "Farm­ 
ers’ Corporation" of Minnesota, which 
has recently added a seed department 
to its other co-operative activities 
It 
had already, up to the early part of 
November, contracted with the farm­ 
ers In its membership for 7,000 bush­ 
els of the different 
kinds 
of corn 
grown in that locality.

stance, known as ‘‘honey dew,” of 
which the ants are very fond. 
For 
this reason the root lice are very well 
cared for by the ants, and especially 
by one kind of ant known as the "lit­ 
tle brown ant.” 
In the fall the ant3 
take the eggs of the root aphis down 
into their nests and keel) them there 
throughout 
the 
winter. 
The 
next 
spring, when the egsg hatch, the ants 
place the young root Hep on the roots 
of the common emartweed, or some 
other common weed, where the lice 
begin to feed. Later on, if the ground 
be planted to corn, the ants transfer 
the root lice froin the weeds to the 
corn roots. 
So the ants care for the root aphis, 
and in order to fight the root aphis 
the farmer must fight the little brown 
ant. 
A deep, thorough stirring of the soil 
:>n old corn ground will tend to re- 
luce injury by the root louse. 
This 
stirring of the soil breaks up th© 
nests and scatters the ants. 
Conse­ 
quently the ants cannot give the lice 
the proper care. The burrows of these 
ants do not often reach to a depth of 
more than six inches. 
If the ground 
is stirred at that depth, the attempts 
af the ants to recover their property 
and reconstruct their nests are ren- 
lered largely fruitless.

fourths cupful

Home Made Bonbon for a Luncheon- 
New Way to Servo Apple 
Salad. 


A home-made bonbon of a spring 
luncheon Is achieved by dipping big 
strawberries with the hulls on them 
In a fondu such as is used for cream 
candied. 
This may be the boiled or 
unboiled variety made from confec­ 
tioners’ sugar and white of eggs. Let 
the cream harden, but do not keep 
too 
long, as 
the strawberry soon 
spoils. 
Keep in a cold place. 
Apple salad seems a rather poor 
excuse to most persons, but is at least 
artistic if served in the highly pol­ 
ished apple shells. Scoop out the con­ 
tents, cut into small pieces and mix 
with equal parts of finely shredded 
celery and a well seasoned mayon­ 
naise. Fill the hollow apples and gar­ 
nish the tops with shredded red and 
green peppers. 


To Prevent Fading. 
The fading of colored articles is 
due often, not to the washing, but to 
the ironing. 
Irons that are too hot 
are used directly on the material, and 
this will more quickly fade delicate 
colors than any amount of washing. 
Be sure that the 
article 
is 
evenly 
dampened and that the iron is only hot 
enough to smooth the wrinkles proper­ 
ly by firm, even pressure, and you will 
have no more trouble 
from 
fading. 
Skirts should never be ironed across 
th© gores, but up and down, otherwise 
the fit of the garment will be ruined. 


Towels. 
Shake towels out well and 
hang 
them on the line, with their upper 
edges parallel w'ith it. 
When they are 
taken down fold, immediately, and put 
away. 
No ironing will be necessary, 
which saves quite a little time and 
energy. 
This same thing applies to 
cloths and wash cloths. 


Use for Stale Bread. 
Take stale, light bread and cut in 
one-half inch squares, then toast to a 
nice brown; put in a glass jar to use 
in any kind of soup. It is a nice sub­ 
stitute for crackers. 


Try Paper Bags. 
Use paper bags for cooking. 
This 
saves pot washing, is most clean and 
sanitary and not expensive.

ever pots and pans are used wash 
them at once.
